Communist China today 
lodged another 
“atrong protest” with 
the British Govern- 
ment against “con- 
tinued eviction” by the 
British authoritics in 
Hongkong of Chinese 
residents from a_vil- 
lage near Kai Tak Air- 
port. 

They protested against 
“the tearing down 
of their houses 
and levelling of their 
farms in disregard of 
the previous protest 
of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment,” the New 
Chinn News Agency 
reported. 

The note, which was 
handed by the Chinese 
Foreign. Ministry to the 
British Charge d’Affaires 
Oftice in Peking, also refuted 
the. atguments made by the 
British Soternment: “in de- 
fence of ‘the ufijustifiable 
actions of the British aus 
thoritfes in Hongkong in its 
reply of August 6,” to the 


Chinese Foreign Ministry's 
first protest of July 24.

must make proper arrangements 
ts to those, Chinese residents 
who had already been evicted 
ond give them just cnd rason- 
able compensation for their loss 
cf property, 

thee Wyditional rights and 
nermal life of Chinese residents 
in Elongkong and Kowloon had 
te be honoured, the note sald, 
otherwise the British Govern- 
mnt and the British authori- 
tles in Hongkong would have 
to bear responsibility for alk 
consequences.—-Reuter,

London, Sept. 10. 

A series of British industrial trade fairs in 
five Southeast Asian capitals is being 
planned to combat Japanese and West 
German competition there. 

The exhibitions, supported by the Board of Trade, 
are being organised by local trade committees, 
who hope to stage them between next summer 


and March 1959. 


They will be held in Singapore, Kuala Lumpur, 


Saigon, Bangkok and Rangoon. 


It is expect- 


ed that the first exhibition will open in Singa- 
pore though no date has been fixed as a site 


has still. to be found. 


A Board of Trade official said today that the 
response from British industrialists had been 


“good.” 


The original idea of holding the trade fairs came 
from the United Kingdom Manufacturers 
Representatives’ Association in Singapore.
